COLUMBUS, O., Nov. 25.—Fire broke' 


out in the new Henrietta theater, cor- 
oer Spring and Front btrcets, at 8:15 
ast evening, and in less than an hour 
and a half this elegant play house, the 
'hittcndcn hotel and Auditorium and 
"ark theater were in ruins. 
Felix Morris, in the "Paper Chase," 
ras at the Henrietta theater, and the 
orchestra had just finished the over- 
ture when the manager, Albert Evans, 
appeared on the stage and Informed 
,ho audience that there was a small 
blaze in the reav of the theater, and 
suggested that they leave the theater. 
As no flames were to be seen and the 
audience wais -.mail, they did so in 
order. 


The members of the company were 
reitfad for their parts, and, as they 


were assured the theater was fire- 
proof, made no effort to remove their 
wardrobes. In a few minutes the flames, 
which first appeared in the large audi- 
torium adjoining the theater and 
•which was unfinished, broke out in the 
rear of the stage. Almost instantly 
the whole proscenium was ablaze. The 
members of the company fled in their 
stage clothes. The manager said to 
the United Press reporter that he had 
saved almost nothing. 


A high wind was blowing from the 


west, which fanned the (lamcb so that 
when the flrc department arrived the 
theater was doomed, and the Chitten- 
den hotel, adjoining on the east was 
burning. 


A man, who was recognised as An- 


drew Armstrong, a stage hand, and 
who worked above the scenery, ap- 
peared at a fourth-story window of the 
theater and cried for help. He was told 
not to jump and he would he saved. 
He disappeared from the window and 
was not seen again. The walls of the 
theater fell in soon after. 


So far as now known this was the 


only life lost. The guests of the Chit- 
tendcn hotel had ample time toescape, 
tut few of them saved any property. 
Steadily the flames worked away at 
the fine hotel, the fire department be- 
ing apparently helpless. In an hour 
after the fire broke out in the Henri- 
etta the hotel was fast falling into 
ruins. 


Just north of the hotel, on the High- 


street front, stood the Park theater. 
Gray & Stephens, with their trained 
dogs and ponies, -were giving an exhi- 
bition there The curtain was sud- 
denly rung clown, and Wie audience 
was informed that the hotel adjoining 
wa-i on fin- 
So far was the audience 


from being panic-stricken that they re- 
fused to go out, and demands were made 
that the performance proceed They 
finally went out slowly. A half hour 
Inter this theater, which was » frame 
building, was in ruins. Here also the 
company lost the property but saved 
their animal^. 


The Henrietta had just entered upon 


its second season. This theater, the 
Auditorium adjoining, and the Chit- 
tenden hotel were built three years 
ago by Henry T. Chittcnden and were 
owned by him- The Henrietta was

Words, like dogs and bonnets, have 


their day, and when that day is past 
they seem to be laid on the shell like 
old-fashioned pieces of china, to be re- 
garded only as curiosities. The dic- 
tionary that still keeps them in re- 
membrance, Irat marks them with the 
fatal "obs" (obsolete), represents the 
closet shelf where the old china is still 
tolerated, not lor Its use or beauty, but 
because of its very antiquity. Even 
the prebeijcu of these words, in the 
dictionary does not argue that they 
are known outbids of it. For only a 
few weeks ago in an article describing

details ol the proposed income lax." 


"Upon that point," said Mr McMil 


IID, "you must excuse me from speak 
ing-, but you may set it down as a fact 
that an income tax will be a part ol 
the new tariff bill." 
Notwithstanding Mr. McMillin's ret 


icence, the inside history of the com 
mittee's deliberations regarding the 
proposition are gradually coming to 
light. Not only has it been fiercely 
assailed by several members of the 
i ummittee, but the protests from lead- 
ing democrats throughout the country 
against it have been both numerous 
and strong. President Cleveland's op- 
position to the tax, which has been 
more- of a passive than an active na 
ture, has not been without its influ 
ence in changing the position ol at 
least two members of the committee 
who originally favored the plan. 


What Mr. Wells probably meant by 


his declaration was that the proposed 
tax on incomes per se was likelv to be 
abandoned. This will no doubt be 
done. But, on the other hand, Mr 
McMillin is equally correct in saying 
that an income tax will be reported. 
The difference is that the scope of the 
plan will be materially changed from 
that originally proposed. The origi- 
aal proposition was a graduated tax 
an incomes from $5,000 upward. The 
compromise that has probably been 
agreed upon will be a tax on legacies 
and rentals from property; on the in- 
comes of nonresidents and the earn* 
ings of large corporations above a 
given 'figure. Such a tax, it is argued, 
would be felt only by «a minimum 
Dumber ol people, and would be far 
less objectionable than one upon in- 
comes alone. 


There is some doubt at present if the 


internal revenue schedules will be re- 
ported with the bill. There is no pur- 
pose on the part of the committee to 
disconnect them from the measure, but 
it is questioned il the work upon them 
will be completed by next Monday. II 
they are not finished at that time they 
will be given out a few days later. 


Chairman Wilson feels, however, that 


popular curiosity regarding the bill is 
very great, and he is not disposed to 
delay making public the tariff sched- 
ules a moment longer than necessary.

Another of this class of words is chap, 


m some localities still pronounced chop. 
Walker says the etymology of this 
word will not suffer us to write it chop; 
and universal usage will not permit us 
to pronounce it chap. So it must be 
classed among those incorrigible words, 
the pronunciation and orthography of 
which must ever be at variance. On 
the other hand the Irish are reproved 
by the same authority, in the year 1815, 
for pronouncing palm, balm and psalm 
as if spelled pa win, bawm and psawm, 
and now with a little less breath "that 
is the accepted way in England and 
permissable in America. But will the 
day ever como when a collusion will 
mean, as it does in some places, any 
large or remarkable kind ot gathering, 
even a funeral? It is probably a cor- 
ruption o£ collision, for iu the same 
neighborhood two wagons running into 
each other would be called a collusion. 
Here, also, they say. instead of "light- 
ing a lamp," "making a candle;" and 
anything that burns easily is "combus- 
tions." But the same prophecy was 
once made in regard to "clever" and 
"fun," neither of which could now be 
spared from the language —Philadel 
phia Times.

Consumption iocreases 
blowly, and 8lJ 


branches ot business arc waiting >for ita 
growth. There has twen a little improvement 
in stocks, about «.2S for r»llroa«B and 50 cents 
per share lor trusts, woile the price of prod- 
ucts h&3 decHned a llttU on the whole, nut t&« 
volume of biuilness lias somewhat Increased. 
Exchanges througn olearinghoaaes oatsldo of 
KewYork aiiow a decroase of only 7.7 per 
cent., for although last year's business at this 
season was extraordinary, the week Included 
the Thanksgiving holiday. The .railroad earn- 
ings for tee month thus far an only 3.0 per 
cent less than thoa e of last year, the decrease 
for the Ifttest week being even smaller In 
freight earnings. 


Trade waits for the revival of Industries, and 


the week's returns respecting Industrial prog- 
ress arc rather coiifliotl&g- There has been a 
heavy sale of ootion goods at very satisfactory 
prices, and the market ias decidedly strength- 
ened in consequence. Though the production 
In this branah Is sUH somewhat less than it 
was a year ago, the market for goods for cur- 
rent prices IB strong. In woolen a there is a 
substantial increase in the, demand, notwith- 
standing the fact that several mills, each bar- 
ing orders for a thousand pieces or more, have 
closed, the orders being not so.aasorted aa to 
give them profitable employment. But sales 
of wool have beea th» largest tvince September, 
189t, amounting, at three ohlef markets, to 
8,825,800 pounds, against 4,813,500 forthesamo 
week lost y«ar, and when It la stated that many 
purchases are of a speculative ciuuraettr, there 
is evidence that large buying by active mills ts 
prompted by Inonased orders. 


In thelmanufacture of boots and shoes tlie de- 


mand employs an Increasing number of fac- 
tories, and the orders are In numbers about as 
usual for the season, though smaller In quan- 
tity. The shipments from Boston, accord- 
Ing to the Shoe and Leather Reportar, show a 
decase of 12 per cent, for the week. A gradual 
increase in the busiBMs is reported at all cen- 
ters. Ml Wholly confined to orders for Immedi- 
ate delivery. 


A new compact of the steel-rail producers— 


the Pennsylvania and Maryland works having 
been leased to othsra in order to keep them 
Idle—has checked the increase in purchases of 
ore and coal and other materials, and tho 
Pittsburgh manufacturers are playing havoc 
with eastern markets, though the prices made 
In that region are BO low that their continuance 
cannot be predicted. There is a considerable 
increase in the number of concerns in opera- 
tion, but there does not appear much gain In 
actual consumption of pig iron, and prices 
»re as low as ever. It 
is stated that 


a British purchase of 5,000 tons of Alabama 
coke iron bos been made at (7.25 a mill. Even 
in the Pittsburgh district, where business 
seems more active loan elsewhere, the works 
are not fully employed, and tho state of the 
manufacture is shown by tbe returns ot Con 
nellsvllle coke furnaces, of which 6,483 are in 
operation iiid 11,005 arc iflle, tho output being 
57,750 tons weekly. 


In minor metals the sale of 5.000.000 pounds 


of copper at 9-Sfi cents by the Calument ant 
Hecla has been followed by higher prices, and 
lead and tin are both firmer. 


The markets for produce have been irregu- • 


lar, Wheat has advanced 1 cent, though tho | 
receipts fcuvo been 4,300,000 bushels, against 
5,400,000 last year, and the exports from Atlan- 
tic ports only 000,000 bushels, against 1,900,000 
last year. Tho corn receipts are remarkably 
large, amounting to 9,000,000 bushels, against 
1,800,000 lost year, and the price has declined 
1 cent. There has been a slight decline in oil, 
about a quarter of a cent in coffee and also in 
hogs and $1.50 In pork. 


Cotton is a sixteenth higher, though con- 


siderably depressed during the week, with 
receipts of 242,000 against 230,000 for the same 
week last year, and the belief in a short crop 
does not outweigh tbe fact that stocks abroad 
and at home arc 3,242,000 bales, about 40 per 
cent, ol a full year's consumption. 


Money continues to accumulate ;md is loaned 


at 1 per cent, on call, and as low us \ per cent. 
on the best commcncial paper. There has 
been improvement in the market since the 
successful sale of cottons, but tho country 
banks prefer to pile up their balances here t« 
bo loaned at tow rales on call ruthcr than to 
buy paper bc-lov 4 per cent. Maturing notes 
have been met mach better than was expected, 
and thrcughoi i lite country collections, though 
slower than usual, show a stronger condition 
of trade than has ever been known immedi- 
ately after a financial revDlsion. 


A meeting of the elearinghouae committed 


this week gave rise to erroneous rumors that 
some bank was in trouble, tbe real object be- 
ing to provide for gold deposits on account of 
the associated banks. Trouble in the Bank of 
England has produced no effect of consequence 
abroad or here. The exports continue to er- 
coed imports largely. For three weeks at New 
York exports wore 123,518,341, against 122,480,- 
336 last year, while the imports were 822,034,029, 
against 837,169,943 last yoar. In October the 
excess of merchandise exports was 836,000,000, 
and with allowance for undervaluation of im- 
ports and for interest due abroad there would 
still be a heavy balance due this country, which 
does not appear to have been met by a move- 
ment ot securities, as Europe seems ol late 
to have been buying, rather Mian selling. Tho 
phenomcn proliabiy iniUoates settlement of 
commurciul loans made iluring the period ol 
panic. 


The failures this wec'U uuiiibfr :iS7 in the 


United States, against 180 last, year; and 34 in 
Canada, against ijuiast year; but the list this 
week includt'H some of more than usual Impor- 
tance. For the prei-eding week tho liabilities 
of flrtaa* failing amounted to only $1,526,812, 
acainst $3,727,407 the week before, but the 
weekly average is fur beyond what it. would be 
in times ot prosperity.
